Maurice Strittmatter who- spent 
4 1-2 years in Canada during the 
war and staked-tantalum claims 
in 1945 near Doubling Lake, 100 
miles. southeast of. Yellowknife, 
figst saw the rare-ore in Paris 
France when he returned’ there 


*Looking much like a plece of 


broken ‘onyx and having low! -- 


specific gravity the. substance 
contains all the elements’ be- 
longing to the second: group “of 
rare ores, known to all scientists 
as.“Groupe Ythique.” 

There aré ten elements, some 
of which are radio-active in 
this group and only a few of 
them have been isolated. 

Mr. Strittmatter was given 2 
sample of the substance by the 
head. of the French institute of 
Chemistry in Paris, It was found 
in volcanic formations at Lim- 
oges, France, {n small quanity. 

Although scientists 20 far have 
been unable to break it down, 
and have no name for it— the 
French refer to it as “Les Terres 
‘Rares"— they believe the radlo- 
active élements can eventually be 
used in the treatment of malig- 
nant d ile ¥, 

Mr. Strittmatter sald “it is hop- 
ed the substance can be reduced 
so that it can be administered in- 
travenously or orally,”. In the 
trediment ‘of cancer. 

He believes he say identical de- 
posits around Yellowknife and, 
was asked by the chemistry in- 
stitute to search -for it in Can- 
ada! On his return Mr, Strittmat- 
ter sent samples to Ottawa In

Largest Non-Atomic Bomb, 21 Tons, 
May be Tested Soon by U.S. A.A-F. 


By ELTON C. FAY 


Washington, July 21 (AP) — 
The United ‘States Army Air 
Force is developing and probably 
will test in the next few months 
a 42,000-pound super-size bomb. 

So far as it is known, this will 
be the largest standard-explos- 
ive, that is, non-atomic, missile 
ever made. 

Its weight suggests that it is 
intended for use in such aircraft 
as the B-36, which is capable of 
carrying 36 tons of explosives 
and ‘is equipped with a bomb of 
enormous dimensions, 

The A.AF. had even larger 
bombs — one 100,000 pounds — 
under consideration and in the 
blueprint stage, 
said privately today that a cur- 
talled‘ research program resulted 
in shelving these projects. 

They’ descri 42,000- 
pounder as a “general ‘purpose, 
block-buster” type.

“It's interesting to reflect that 
had London been entirely de- 
stroyed, an Empire Forester, 
coming to this country-dfter 100 
years, would find the erstwhile 
capital covered with forest, just 
as were the ancient cities of Cen- 
tral and South America,” 


Details In Book. 


Many historic buildings stood 
where weeds and saplings now 
flourish. The tale of their de- 
struction has been often told, and 
Is repeated with added details in 
a new. book entitled “the lost 
Treasures. of London,” by. Nor- 
man G, Brett-James, a distin- 
guished archaeologist, 

He handles his subject by tak- 
ing his. readers op a series of 
seven walks through various sec- 
tions of London. Some of the 
statistics he records are that in 
six years-of war the county of 

ndon heard the sirens 1,224 
tinkes and that out of 460 acres 
of bullt up land in the City. the 
buildings on 164 acres were de- 
stroyed. = 

He chronicles chiefly the de- 
vastation done to churches and 
historic sites, like the Church of 
St. Lawrence Jewry in the citys 
from the roof of which spread 
the fire that gutted the famous 
Guildhall, On @ pillar In the

Tower Survived Attacks 


The Tower of London, which 
survived numerois bomb attacks 
counted two of the famous rav- 
ens in its grounds as casualties. 
It may have been a just revenge 
for, say Brett-James, a German 
visitor before the war regarded 
the birds contemptuously, saying 
that'in Germany the custom was 
to keep eagles. Whereupon one 
of the ravens bit him, 

Brett-James says many of Lon- 
don’s rare possessions were sav- 
ed by careful precautions, Some, 
like the renowned statue of 
Eros in Piccadilly, were removed 
to the country ‘for safekeeping 
and have only just been returned. 

People in the West End enter- 
tainment business are delighted 
to see the shiny figure back in 
the centre of their district.
